2. '^h® Undersigned visited the main reception desk at the hospital and the nun on duty 
seemed a little reluctant to talk at first but fchen the word Washington was mentioned she 
mellowed somwwhat and indicated that Bishop Brizgys had been ill with the flu for several 
weeks, had just recovered and had left that very morning for Detroit to give a lecture and 
wo ‘Id not b® returning from his trip through the East until Holy ^aturday, The little 
nun telephoned the bishops quarters in the hospital and learned that ho would not be 

in Cleveland, ^»w York or ^oston within the next week. The nun also indicated that only. 
Lithuanians referred to Brizgys as Bishop and that non-Lithuanians called him" Re vo rand".
